This place is only 
a small island (formerly a penninsula) 
in the James river about ttttv miles 
from Hampton Roads, and of such « 
size as to ba - a pa I lb- ot holding only I 
very small portion or the buildings, 
places of amusement and such other 
things as go to make up an exposition 
ot tbe proportions that it is intended 
to give to tbe Jamestown Exposition. 
Ibe grounds are located on tbe Norfolk 
side of the Elizabeth river on the 
wateis of Hampton Roads, just oppo- 
site to Old Point Comfort. This place 
was foimerly known to the residents 
cf this section as "Swell's Point," 
hut more recently as "Pine Beach. " 

The grounds may be reached from 
Newport News and Old Point Jby ferry 
while from Norfolk, Portamitb and 
Berkley by ferry steamers or by ferry 
to Norfolk and then by electric line to 
tbe beach.

mated at ft, 800, 000. 

The Louisville and Nashville is hard- 
est hit of all the roads, the commission 
ordering that its present rate berednc 
ed °5 par cent. Ti.e Illinois Central 
ia also singled out for censate and is 
forbidden to charge in excess of the 
rate Hxedjtoi the Louisville and Nssh- 

Ville. 

The freight rate charged on the main 
stem of tne Lonisvillt and Nashville 
grinning down toward Nashville is 
Mien as the basis for all freight rates 
fn Kentucky The Cincinnati, New 
Orleans and lexaa Pacific and Southern 
are also held to be charging unfair 
■ ratea. but these roads are not censored 
as are the first two named. 

The Chespeake and Ohio is practical- 
ly exonerated. It is practically certain 
that the Louisville and Nashville and 
the Illinois Central will make a vigor- 
ooslflgnt against tne enforcement of 
the new ruling.

Action About to Be Commenced In 
Certain Cases Where There Appears 
to Have Been Violations of Lawa 
Regulating interstate Commerce and 
Prohibiting Rebates. 

Washington, June 23. — Attorney 
General Moody has made formal an- 
nouncement of the purpose of the fed- 
eral government to prosecute the 
Standard Oil company. He says: 

"After full consideration of all Infor- 
mation now available, including the re- 
port of the commissioner of corpora- 
tions and the evidence taken by the 
Interstate commerce commission, I 
have reached the conclusion that crim- 
inal proceedings against the Standard 
Oil company should be begun in cer- 
tain cases where there appears to have 
been a violation of the laws regulating 
Interstate commerce and prohibiting 
rebates and other unlawful discrimi- 
nations. Accordingly such proceed- 
ings will be begun at once in the ap- 
propriate judicial districts. These 
cases are regarded and will be treated 
as of Importance, as it seems clear 
that in so far as the Standard Oil com- 
pany has obtained monopolistic con- 
trol of interstate trade, that control has 
been In large degree made possible by 
discriminations In transiiortatlon rates 
or facilities, the dlscrlminatloas being 
In some cases In violation of law. and 
In other cases, though Injurious to the 
public welfare, not in violation of law; 
therefore subject only to such correo- 
Hon as may be afforded by the railway 
rate legislation now pending in con- 
gress." 

It appears from Mr. Moody's state- 
ment that the proceedings in the first 
Instance will be had under the Elkina 
law, which prohibits rebates In inter- 
state commerce. The attorney gen- 
eral, however, gives notice that in all 
probability, should the investigation 
Justify It, he will bring further action 
under the Sherman anti-trust law. Ha 
alao will take steps to Insure against 
the continuance by the company of dis- 
criminations in trade and transporta- 
tion, which are not now subject to 
prosecution, but are especially pro- 
vided against In the pending rate bill. 
The attorney general^ statement fol- 
lows: 

Upon being asked concerning the ac- 
tion of Judge McPherson Ht Kansas 
City. Attorney General Moody said: "I 
regard the outcome of this case as of 
the first importance. The sentence of 
Imprisonment, Imposed for the first 
time upon persons guilty of rebating, 
will. In my Judgment, have a most po- 
tent effect in checking the practice." 
The attorney general has always been 
of the opinion that if a person guilty 



practice would aoon cease. However, 
the Elkina law contained no provision 
for such a sentence. 

APPROPRIATION 
For Payment oTthe Preside nt's Trav- 



Washlngton, June 23.— The opposi- 
tion to the committee amendment to 
the sundry civil bill appropriating 
925.000 annually for the payment of 
the traveling expenses of the presi- 
dent which was begun by Senator Mc- 
Laurin, resulted In the withdrawal of 
the amendment and the passage of the 
independent bill providing practically 
for the same appropriation which was 
recently passed by the house of rep- 
resentatives. The suggestion for ac- 
tion on the bill instead of the amend- 
ment was made by Senator Foraker, 
and the appropriation bill was laid 
aside for two hours to permit this 
course. Other business transacted in- 
cluded the passage of the sundry civil 
appropriation bill. There was an ef- 
fort to strike out of it the provision 
prohlbtlng canteens at soldiers' homes, 
but instead It was mado stronger. As 
passed the bill carries nn appropria- 
tion of about $102,000,000. The bill 
also retains the house provision for a 
lock canul at Panama. 

In the House. 

Washington, June 23. — Pure food 
held the attention of the house 
throughout the session. The constitu- 
tional features of the bill were debated 
by the leading lawyers of the house, 
the Democrats splitting on whether the 
bill takea police power from the states. 
Various features applicable to locall- 
tlea and Interests were discussed earn- 
eatly, but It waB early apparent that 
the bill practically in the form It came 
from the committee will be adopted. 
By a unanimous vote the house passed 
the senate resolution expressing the 
sympathy of the United 8tates with the 
Hebrews on account of the massacrea 
in Russia, The house, without com- 
pleting the pure food bill, adjourned.

REBATE CA6EB. 

Fines and Imprisonment Imposed by 
Federal Court. 

KansaB City, Mo.. June 23 —Eighty- 
five thousand dollars in fines were im- 
posed in the federal court by Judge 
Smith McPherson upon corporatlona 
and persons found guilty of violating 
the anti-rebate clause of the Elklns 
law. In addition two men were sen- 
tenced to jail respectively for four and 
three months. The penalties are as 
follows: Chicago. Burlington and Quln- 
oy, fined llo.OOO: Cudahy Packing com- 
pany, fined $15,000; Armour Packing 
company, fined 115.000; Swift & Co.. 
packers, fined $15,000: Nelson Morris 
A Co., packers, fined $15,000; George 
L. Thomas, New York, freight broker, 
fined $6,000 and sentenced to four 
months In Jail; L. B.Taggart. his clerk, 
fined $4,000 and sentenced to three 
months In jail.

Portland, Ore., June 23 — During the 
trial of six Poles charged with assault 
and battery upon Walter Sealaszkl- 
wlcz.Sealasiklwtci testified that about 
a month ago a plot was laid In thla 
city and an attempt was made to raise 
funds to send a member of an anar- 
chist organization to Washington to 
assassinate President Koosevelt. He 
stated that the plan fell through. The

in turn declared that 
Sealaszkiwlcz was himself an anar- 
chist. The documents and pamphlets 
seized by the secret service inspectors 
have been forwarded to Washington.

MADAME PRESIDENT AND DELE- 
GATES— LA I >I KS AM* (S ENTLE- 
MEN: 

When I received the invitation to be 
with you here to-duy und speak upon 
the subject "Forestry and Home- 
crofts," ns It Is announced on the 
program, I felt that the occasion was 
one of so much Importance, and the 
opportunity one which 1 so greatly ap- 
preciated, that I ought to do some- 
thiug which I rarely do, and that was 
to at least think out n speech In ad- 
vance. I was asked for a mannacrlpt 
of it for the press, but 1 felt that it 
was unsafe to give It because I never 
Otd that yet that something didn't 
happen that made me lav aside my 
■I >b and talk about something else. 

I have a speech . epnred which was 
planned to last for half an hour, and 
there It Is (holding up a card). Now, 
I have fifteen minutes to speak, and 
i I am going to save that speech for 
some other occasion. In some other 
place, nnd talk to you about something 
which has been suggested to me here 
this morning by the address we have 
Just listened to from Mr. Mills. 

I was born in California and spent 
my life there (applause from the Cali- 
fornia delegates) until wltliln a very 
few years when my work In the Na- 
tional Irrigation Movement took me 
away from my native state. But I 
want to take advantage of this op- 
portunity to stand here and make a 
plea for the preservation of those 
Temples of Cod— the Big Trees of 

I question very much whether those 
who are here to-day realize the power 
that Is yours. In bringing about rlg'it 
action, whether It be In congressional 
or state legislation. We often say 
that this Is a government of the peo- 
ple, and that it is controlled by their 
votes. So It Is. But behind the vote 
Is the thought of the people. It Is 
public opinion which controls this 
country. The vote Is merely a regis- 
tering of that opinion; and the thought 
of the people which precedes that 
opinion nnd brings about reforms. Is, 
In my Judgment, often a thing that 
springs from the minds of the women 
of the country rather than from the 
minds of the men of the country. 

I am free to say that in my earlier 
years, and before I had a wider ex- 
perience nnd opportunities of ol> 
servatlon, 1 was not a believer In giv- 
ing the ballot to the women. I am 
not here to mnke a plea for that to- 
. day, because I am not so much In 
| pressed with the Importance of It a 
I others who think that the ballot Is tli 
jl main thing. It Is the conversation t 
the home circle and the thoughts that 
■prlng most often from the minds of 
the mothers of the country x that i 
trol this country. (Applause.) 

And although I believe to-day that 
the Btatus of the man and the woman, 
•o far as their rights of citizenship 
and rights before the law are 
cerned, should he the same, I want 
to lay that conclusion before yon 
simply as a basis for the broader 
statement that women can control 
this country by the power of thought 
without the ballot.

ROUTE OF NEW 

RAILROAD. 

Since the letting ot tne contract tor 
the construction ct the Madisonville, 
Hsrtford & Eastern railroad, consider- 
able curiosity has been aroused as to 
sxact rente of the new road. The 
following from the Hartford Herald 
of Wednesday gives the desired mfor- 
lation : 

Starting at Madisonville the road 
will pass near Anton, In Hopkins 
county It will pass between Saear- 
to and Bremen in Muhlenberg 

county, coming within about a mile 
of the latter -place.

U. & N., railroad at Hendricks and 
(ireen river at Smallbouse. From Cen- 
tertown it will come on to Hartford. 
The Hartford depot will be located, it 
is said, the southeast end of Liberty 
street, and near what is known as the 
Massif residence. It will be a cand- 
E»me edifice. 

(ioiug east the road will cross the 
Beaver Darn road near ti.W Bunger s 
coming within a few feet of a corner 
of bis Bhop. It will take a north east- 
eruly direction at Hartford, passing to 
the right of the old water mill. The 
first stop afti-r leaving Harttord will be 
Sunnydal'-. From there it will go to 
Dundee, where it will cross Kongh 
river. Leaving Dundee it will go to 
.Mitchell's where it will join the L. H. 
A: St. *L. , commonly known as the 
Texas ' road. The entire distance of 
the road will be fifty-five and a half 
miles. Nice passenger stations will 
be ereoted at tne different stopping 
places, and the best of work will be 
required in its construction. It will
